that visited the Texas coast ten days 
ago took 275 lives, 206 on land and 
69 on water. 
In addition the same 


lists show 102 other persons

unaccounted for. The following list 
shows where the storm exacted the 
heaviest toll of dead: 


Galveston island 42; City of Gal- 


veston 10; Dredge Houston 34; Tex- 
as City 25: Dredge San Bernard 19;

Berlin, via London, Aug. 26.-— The 


Associated Press is in a position to 
state in the best authority that the 
Arabic incident may be considered as 
Unlimited as a source of discord be- 
tween Germany and America; or at 
east, is regarded by the German gov- 
ernment in that light. 


Moreover, Germany, in its desire to 


continue its friendly relations 
with 


he United States, had adopted before 
he sinking of the 
Arabac, a policy 


designed to settle completely the whole 
submarine problem as affecting Amer- 
ca, on the basis of good will and 
nuttial understanding. 


This is shown clearly by the state- 


ment of Chancellor von 
Bethmann- 


3ollweg last night to the Associated 
yress, particularly by his concluding 
remark to the effect that not until all 
he circumstances in connection with 
the sinking of the Arabic had been 
cleared up would it be possible to say 
•whether the commander of one of 
our submarines went beyond his in- 
structions," in which case Germany 
would 
give complete satisfaction to 


he United States. Furthermore, dur- 
ng the conversation, the chancellor 
;wice again referred to the 
instruc- 


tions given to 
commanders of sub- 


marines. 
He did not specify in de- 


:ail the nature of these instructions, 
but it may be said that they are de- 
signed to prevent a repetition of the 


'Usitania case and to provide the op- 


portunity for escape of American non-

which the United States desires.

ermany asked suspension of judg- 


ment on the Arabic case until 
the 


facts 
were ascertained, being confi- 


dent that the sinking of the vessel 
>vas not an unprovoked attack with- 
out warning by a German submarine 
but was attributable either to a mine 
explosion or to some action 
of 
the 


vessel itself. Should it develop, how- 
ever, that a submarine acted contrary 
to instructions, ample reparation whi 
be offered. 


Germany is still unable to under- 


stand why Americans in these trou- 
bled times travel on belligerent ships 
instead of taking American or other 
neutral steamers, but since 
they in 


some instances 
insist 
upon 
taking 


passage on vessels belonging to bellig- 
erents, Germany will do its utmost to 
provide for their safety. 


It is not permissible to quote 
re- 


marks made by the chancellor in the 
course of the conversation other than 
the formal statement which he made. 
It may be said, however, that Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg 
showed 
genuine 


interest in the state of feeling in the 
United States concerning the sinking 
of the Arabic and expressed the hope 
that the American people would not 
form an opinion on the basis of con- 
flicting statements 
giving only one 


side of the story. He spoke with em- 
phasis of Germany's desire to main- 
tain the friendship of America. 


The chancellor appeared to be in 


good health and spirits, and greatly 
encouraged by the successes achieved 
by the Germans in the eastern cam- 
paign. The interview necessarily was 
of short duration, as the 
chancellor 


was hurrying away for a 
conference 


with Emperor William at his field 
headquarters.

forces succeeded in throwing troops 
from the left to the right hank of the 
river Bug, just northwest of Brest- 
Litovsk, following which five sep- 
arate Teutonic armies began a ter- 
rific onslaught on the Russian de- 
fenses. 
On Tuesday, the army on 


the southwestern front succeeded in 
breaking through the advance posi- 
tion of the fortress. 


The third Russian line of defense 


upon which the defenders of Brest- 
Litovsk, Warsaw, Ivangorod, Novo- 
georgievsk and Grodno are compelled 
to retreat, runs through the middle 
of the country known as White Rus- 
sia. The line begins on the north at 
Riga, on the Baltic, and follows the 
Dvina river to Duenaburg, then turns 
south 
and 
follows 
the 
railroad 


through Vilna, 
Lida, Baranovichi. 


The line then runs through tractless 
swamps of Pinsk and the Pripet river 
to Rovno, which lies 120 miles north- 
east of the Galician capital, Lemberi?. 


The Russian fortress of Brest-Lit- 


ovsk, which has just capitulated to 
the Austro-German forces, had been 
considered one of the strongest for- 
tresses in Europe and was the south- 
ern base of the second Russian line 
of defenses to which the 
armies of 


Grand Duke Nicholas retreated after 
the fall of Warsaw. 
The citadel is 


situated on the Bug river and at the 
junction of 
several railways, 131 


miles south of Grodno and 120 miles 
due east of the Polish capital.

Sixty-Two Aviutors in Raid and More 


Than 150 Shells Were Hurled 


from Aeroplanes. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Paris, Aug. I'O.—'Sixty-two French 


aviators on August 2.">, flew over a 
German arms factory to the north of 
Sarrolouis, throwing down a total of 
more than 150 shells. 
Thirty of 


those were of large calibre. 


Announcement of the aerial raid 


is made in the statement given out 
by the war office this afternoon. The 
statement reads: 


"During: part of last night there 


were artillery exchanges and fighting 
wiih hand arenades and other explo- 
«ives in the Artois distiict. and in the 
\icinity of Souehez. and Neuville. 


"Around Rove there has been con- 


tinued marked activity on the part 
of the enemy's artillery, as well as 
our own. 


"In the Arjronne district, in the 


sector of 'La Fille Morte,' yesterday 
saw 
fairly 
severe 
fighting 
with 


bomb? .im! hand grenades. 


"Nothing of importance has been 


'•enorted from the remainder of the 
front. 


"Dnrinc the day of August 24 a 


French aviator threw down born':!;; on 
the railroad station of 
Effenboursr. 


in Baden. 17 miles from Karlshrue. 
At this point there is an 
important 


railroad 
junction 
in 
the Grand 


Duchy. 


"On August 2.1. an aerial squad- 


ron of four groups and including a 
total of ti2 aviators, flew ever the 
heights of Dellingen.

Po far as official reports have dis- 


closed, there never had been previ- 
ously an air raid on such magnitude. 
so tar as concerns the number of ma- 
chines employed as yesterday's 
at- 


tack by sixty-two aeroplanes. 
In a 


few earlier ventures 
of the 
kind, 


thirty or 
more 
aeroplanes 
were 


used. 


Press dispatches 
have indicated 


that the principal belligerents have 
built great numbers 
of 
aeroplanes 


and as a result of the development 
of this branch of the service since 
the outbreak of the war these 
ma- 


chines are now sent forth in flotil- 
la? for organized assaults on a large
